Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-4, 6, 9-16 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
is silent in teaching an apparatus for editing video scenes through the Internet that 
comprises acquiring one or more video scenarios which each comprise a plurality of 
scene through a browser, acquiring a number of video clips that are used in each of the 
scenarios through the browser through a different source, storing the video clips and 
scenarios and randomly allocating the video clips to video scenes of a scenario 
acquired by the first acquisition means until each video scene of the scenario has been 
randomly allocated a corresponding one of the video clips and editing the video clips 
that are received and allocated to the scenario in combination with all other claim 
limitations.
